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This is in response to the "request" filed October 13, 201 1, which request is being treated as a 
petition under 37 CFR § 1.181, requesting a new action and consideration of evidence of record. 



BACKGROUND 

Relevant parts of the prosecution history are summarized below. 

The examiner mailed to applicants a non-final Office action on October 5, 201 1. Claims 1, 4, 9, 
10, 13-16, 33, 36, 41 and 45-50 were pending and were rejected. Claims 1, 4, 9, 10, 13-16, 33, 
36, 41 and 45-50 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Field et al. in 
view of Gorfien et al. 

In response thereto, applicants filed this petition on October 13, 201 1 under 37 CFR § 1.181, 
requesting a new Office action of October 5,2011. 



DISCUSSION 

The petition and the file history have been carefully considered. 

In the petition filed on October 13, 201 1, applicants state "A new Action is requested, with the 
date for response re-set from the mailing of the new Action, and withdrawal of the Office Action 
of October 5, 201 1, as the Office Action of October 5, 201 1 fails to consider the Declaration 
evidence filed July 6, 201 1 (Declaration of Non-Obviousness Under 37 C.F.R. si 03 of Raymond 
Field)." Applicants further point out "In not considering the earlier presented evidence, the 
Office Action of October 5, 201 1 is incomplete and a new Action is requested with the date re- 
set from the mailing of the new Action." 
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Applicant's points are well-taken and are persuasive that the Office action of October 5, 201 1 is 
incomplete. 

DECISION 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The Office action mailed October 5, 201 1 is hereby vacated and withdrawn. This application 
will be forwarded to the examiner to take an action consistent with the decision herein, namely 
issuance of a new and complete Office action wherein the Declaration is addressed in detail.
